» 11 is encouraging news that comes from Massachusetts with 
i-egarcl lo the reduction of injuries and fatalities on the slreels 
siiid highways. The present year, up to Ihis tune, shows _a 
Considerable iinprovemenl over last year, and as there is ur..0. 
leason to believe lhat this improvement is not confined lo 
Massachusetts (here is ground for the feeling lhat belter con- 
ditions are approaching, and practically here. 
' Frank A. Goodwin, registrar of motor vehicles in Massa- 
chusetts, has issued a circular in which all automobile drivers 
;who do not want to lose their licenses are warned thai they 
imist not hit a child or a pedestrian. He makes it clear that 
people on foot have (he right of way and that lo hit one with 
;t car is a very serious matter, whether there is serious injury 
or not. Regislrar Goodwin has long been exerting himself to 
reduce the number of accidcnls, and that he is meeting with 
success is shown by (he fact thai up to Ihe present time this, 
year there have been fewer injuries and fatalities than during 
Ihe same period lasl year, in spite of the fact that there are 
65,000 more molor vehicles in use in the stale. 
'1 hal is a 


good showing, and one lhat cannot fail to be very gratifying 
and encouraging (o the people of Massachusetts and the 
country, for Ihe reason thai if Massachusetts can reduce its 
casualties on (he highways the same can be done by other 
slates, and will be done. 
.

In his circular Registrar. Goodwin calls the attention of 


tlrivers to 'Ihe fact tha'l children and pedestrians have a right 
to be in the slreels without a license,, while drivers do not, and 
that when persons are hit by cars it .is, in a majority ot cases, 
the faull of the drivers; and all drivers are cautioned lo have 
their cars under perfect control whenever (hey sec people in 
the street ahead of them or on the curbing'apparently abbul 
to cross the street. He says: "If you want to retain your li- 
cense, don't hit a child or pedestrian." 


Officers of the law everywhere should be diligent in en- 


forcing (he traffic laws, but il is also well lo continue agitation 
and the work of education in Ihe efforl lo eliminate the dan- 
gers lhal have grown up on Ihe highways since the coming of 
ihe automobile, one of the most useful and pleasurable, and 
al Ihe same.lime the most dangerous vehicle lhat evar rolled 
over Ihc roads. 


' But Ihc fact should also be impressed upon the public lhat 


having the right of way does not relieve pedestrians from re- 
sponsibility. 
It is Iheir duty to have a care when crossing 


iilreels or'traveling country roads, and they have no moral 
right to nedelessly assert tl>eir legal righls and throw all of (lie 
responsibility upon drivers of cars, who have a right lo assume 
thai people on foot will exercise reasonable discretion. 


So far as children are concerned a trenlendous responsi- 


< bility rests upon .parents, who cannot be loo careful about 
permitting them to go upon much-traveled slreels unattended. 
11 is not fair lo children or lo drivers lo allow the little ones lo 
roam Ihc streets or play in them under the constant risk of in- 
jury or death. Drivers of motor vehicles must be'induced or 
compelled to exert themselves in every possible way to avoid 
accidents, but others should also understand thai they have a 


• duty to perform, not withstanding all the talk about the "right 


of way." 


It is gratifying to know lhal efforts for betterment are meet- 


ing with success and that Ihe work of education along this line 
is bearing fruit.' There will always be accidents enough, nnd 
loo many. Lei Ihe number be reduced to Ihe lowest possible 
terms.
